The exhibits of grains, grasses and 
vegetables at the eighth annual exhi- 
bition of the Entwistle and Pembina 
,| Valley Agricultura) society on Thurs- 
day jast would be hard to beat any- 
where in the province. The business 
of harvest prevented a large attend- 
ance and the rain of the afternoon 
prevented the pregram of sports belag 
carried out. In the live stock depart- 
ments the competition was keenest in 
the agricultural, general purpose and 
roadster classes of horses, and the 
showing Was a little stronger in dairy 
than in beef cattle, while attention wae 
also paid te the dual purpose cows. 
A good start has been made in the 
raising of sheep and swine in the dis- 
trict, but the exhibit was limited In 
quantity. The poultry were more nu- 
merous and the quality good. 

The families vied with each other 
in their keenly contested entries in the 
departments of dairy and kitchen pro- 
ducts, canned fruits, horticulture, 
needlework and children's work. Some 
remarkable collections of vegetables 
were shown by the children and sev- 
eral of the ladies also took a practical 
interest in gardening. One lady who 
was one of the chief prize winners 
in the vegetable exhibit of former 
Lane’ this year brought her bouncing 

aby to the fair and ieft the vegetable 
contest to others, 

In the exhibition hall, the grains and

“That we condemn the dilatory actions 
of the city administration in failing to 
meet and if so pyle: adjust the matters) 
brought to their attention by the Street 
Car Men's Union in August, 1917, 

“That in the face of the published ad- 
vice of Fair Wage Officer prior to the of- 
fer of the employees to return to work, 
that this meeting protests against any dis- 
erlmination towards former employees, 
particularly married men, tax payers, and 
those who have served in the great world 
war. 

“That this meeting hereby endorses the 
request that the whole issue between the 
elty and the Street Car Men's Union be ar- 
bitrated under the provisions of the Indus- 
trial Disputes Act. 

“That we condemn the present handling 
of the street cars as dangerous and inef- 
ficient and demand that capable and ex- 


perienced men be put in charge of all cars| 


at once, 

“That this meeting objects to any at- 
tempt to ignore or stamp out the street 
car men’s or any other legal and orderly 
union of employees of or in the city of 
Edmonton. 

“That this meeting demands an investi- 
gation as to why the Alllance Power Co, 
are allowed to refuse power cnough to the 
city to operate all cars necessary. 

“That this meeting demands a new 
agreement with the street cars union at 
once that will take more notice of the pub- 
lic who patronize the street cars and the 
safeguarding of the money paid by patrons 
for fares: (a)—In regard to assistance to 
ladies getting on and off cars; (b)-—-In re- 
gard to checking the number of cash and 
the number of ticket fares placed in the 
fare recepticle; tc)—In regard to a closer 
check on the counting of the money re- 
ceived when same is taken to the office of 


the system; (d)—Best men at work in 
busiest bours. 
“That the system at once provide for 


some place for storing of cars ready for 
down town instant use. 

“That coples of this resolution be sent 
to the city council and commissioners, and 
telegraphed to the minister of labor at 
Ottawa at once.” 


These are the resolutions passed on | 


Tuesday night at the meeting of citi- 
zens held in the council chamber and 
called by petition to Mayor Henry for 
the purpose of considering the affairs 
of the city and the street railway sit- 
uation in particular. 

There was a very large attendance, 
the council rooms being crowded ,and 
from the beginning it was evident 
that sympathizers of the street rail- 
waymen were present in force. The 
resolutions were proposed by J. A. 
Clarke and seconded by W. Marshall, 
president of the Labor Representation 
League. A collection was taken to 
defray the cost of sending the resolu- 
tlons to Ottawa, and $14 was realized 
It was arranged that any overplus 
should be held by the chairman, F. 
Cormier, to defray cost incurred 
any subsequent meetings to be held 
in the south and northern portions of 
the city. 

Want Men Dismissed 

Another resolution was also carried, 
proposed by W. Orchard and seconded 
by Mr. Wright, that the city commis- 
sioners should be called upon to dis- 
miss all the men taken on by the 
street railway department to replace 
the old employees. 

There was a long list of speakers, 
and it was noticeable that the clergy 
were conspicuous during the meeting, 
as remarks were made by the’ Rey. 
Thomson, who upheld the attitude 
that he had taken during the strike. 
A few words were also said by the 
Rev. Canon Boyd, who expressed sym- 
pathy with the gathering. Rev. IF. 
Mercer, secretary of the Labor Repre- 
sentation League, acted as secretary 
to the meeting. 

Mayor Henry was present and out- 
lined the position of the city in re- 
gard to the strike, while the case for 
the men was made out by J. E. White, 
secretary to the Railwaymen's Union, 
and R. Mason, president. 

A strong point in favor of the city, 
which contradicted the statement of 
the men in respect to alleged delay 
in dealing with their requests, was 
made by the mayor, who stated that 
when the utilities committee first met 
the executive of the men they were 
directly asked if any delay in the ne- 
gotiations wuold prejudice their case, 
and the reply was made that it would 
not, as they could apply for an arbi- 
tration board, and if it was found .to 
be unnecessary the application could 
be afterwards cancelled. 

Strong Criticism 

Considerable criticism was levelled 
agarinet the street railway superinten- 
dent and Commissioner Harrison, who 
was said to be responsible for 
whole trouble, Thi sassertion 
contradicted by Mayor Henry, who 
said that Commissioner Harrison was 
not at fault for anything which led up 
to the strike, 

A number of those present asserted 
that Superintendent Moir and Com- 
missioner Harrison should have at- 
tended and W. Coombs proposed thut | 
they be sent for, and that if they did | 
not come the police be sent after 
them. The speaker remarked that 
if the superintendent was correct 
stating he was running the street rail- 
way he should be there to answer 
questions, and not the mayor, 

“I refuse to send for them,” 
swered the mayor, when requested to

| Non-Partizan ‘‘Win . the - War’’ 
Meeting Also Wants Military 
Service Act Enforced 


A resolution declaring for a nation- 
| al government, independent of the 
party system, and for the prompt and 
effective enforcement of the National 
Service act, was unanimously passed at 
a meeting of the newly organized Win- 
the-War Non-Partizan League, held at 
the Macdonald hotel Tuesday evening, 
About 100 persons were present, men 
}and women. Alderman J. M. Mac- 
donald presided in the absence of Sid- 
ney Wood, and R. B. Bellamy acted 
as secretary. 

The purpose of the meeting and the 
movement generally were explained 
by Joseph Adair. 

The speaker said that a spirit of dis- 
satisfaction existed with both the Lib- 
eral and Conservative parties. The 
resolution of the Winnipeg Liberal 
conference did not appeal to the east 
and failed to adequately satisfy the 
west. On the other hand, the Borden 
government, despite its accomplish 
ments, had proved inadequate to the 
| task of handling the war. 
ment made up of the strength of both

dizement, but for the national benefit, 
was wanted, 

The Resolution 

The following resolution was then 
offered, being moved by J. K. MeDon- 
ald, and seconded by A. H, Dickins: 

“That all resources of the country 
should be mobilized, wealth adequate- 
ly taxed, the patronage system elimi- 
nated, and profiteering prevented. 

“That to supply reinforcements for 
the brave men holding the Canadian
